Report of Board of Health. 


To THE INHABITANTS AND SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN OF EPPING: 


In presenting the customary annual report of the Board of 
Health for your consideration, there is little we can say more than 
to recommend for your perusal the recommendations that this Board 
has repeatedly made for your consideration and to try and impress 
them upon your minds with an added force. Especially would we 
call your attention to the Anti Spitting Law and the notices posted 
about town by order of the State Board. We would also call your 
attention to the present lack of suitable heating arrangements in 
some of our school houses, notably Watson Academy, which is not 
in first class sanitary condition. We hope some action may be 
taken at the annual town meeting to remedy some of the defects. 
We have attended to the usual routine work of inspection, disin- 
fection, and so forth. There has been no epidemic and but few 
sporadic cases of diphtheria and membranous croup. 

We think we can congratulate the townspeople on the healthful- 
ness of the town in general and the villages in particular.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN OF EPPING: 


I submit as a part of my report the statistical information re- 
quired of you by the law of the state for the year ending July 15, 


1906:

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Statistics are generally rather dry reading,"but I hope that every 
citizen of Epping who has the opportunityjwill study the foregoing 
table with care. I ask special attention to the columns, ‘Per cent. 
of attendance daily,’ ““Number of tardinesses,’”’ ““Number of pupils 
not absent or tardy,” and “Number of visits by citizens.” 

No school, no system of schools, can dovits legitimate work, the 
work for which it is established and maintained, with the conditions 
there shown. ‘The figures not only prove a large percentage of 
valuable time lost, but indicate a spirit of reckless indifference to 
school privileges that is truly appalling. An average absence of 
over twelve per cent. of the pupils and one thousand nine cases of 
tardiness by one hundred and twenty-three pupils ought to compel 
every parent to ask himself, ‘‘Am I responsible?’ and to incite 
every citizen to demand a radical improvement. The town of 
Epping raises money to’ maintain its schools; it has a right to de- 
mand its money’s worth. No scholastic examination is necessary 
to show that it did not get it last year; a single glance at the 
statistics is sufficient. 

A good school gives not only mental training and scholastic 
acquirement, but also good habits. Regularity and punctuality 
are business virtues, and are essential to a good school. In order 
that it may be understood that the foregoing remarks are not 
caused entirely by the statistics of last year I append a table show- 
ing conditions during the first term of the present school year. I 
ask careful scrutiny of this as well as of the preceding. 
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‘The law relative to school attendance is inserted for information : 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 93, SECTION I4. 


‘‘Hvery person having the custody and control of a child between 
the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of a child under 
the age of sixteen years, who cannot read at sight and 
write legibly simple sentences in the English language, residing in 
a school district in which a public school is annually taught, shall 
cause such child to attend the public school all the time such 
school is in session, unless the child shall be excused by the school 
board of the district because his physical or mental condition is 
such as to prevent his attendance at school for the period required, 
or because he was instructed in the English language in a private 
school approved by the school board for a number of weeks equal 
to that in which the public school was in session in the common 
English branches, or, having acquired those branches, in other 
more advanced studies. Any person who does not comply with 
the requirements of this section shall be fined ten dollars for the 
first offense and twenty dollars for every subsequent offense, for 
the use of the district.” 

Section 6 of chapter 93 of the Public Statutes authorizes dis- 
tricts to make by-laws concerning habitual truants and children 
not attending school. Under this authority the school district of 
Epping adopted the following at its annual meeting March 15, 
1902: 

‘Any child in this district between the ages of eight and sixteen 
years, without a regular and lawful occupation, who shall, except 
in case of ill health, be absent from school for more than one day 
during the space of any one month, unless excused by the school 
board, shall be fined not exceeding ten dollars for each offense.” 

Section 7 of the same chapter provides that ‘Any offender 
against such by-laws, upon conviction, may be sentenced to pay 
a fine and to be committed to the industrial school until it is paid 
or he is otherwise discharged, or he may be sentenced to the indus- 
trial school for a term not exceeding one year.” 


MORALS AND MANNERS, 

It is to be presumed that every parent wishes his boy to be 
honest, pure-minded, manly; his girl to be modest, chaste, 
womanly. 
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To secure such results, it behooves us to throw about them every 
possible?safeguard. The home needs the assistance of the school ; 
the school“needs the assistance of the home. The teachers with 
my earnest support and the encouragement of your Board are 
making every?possible effort in this direction. I appeal to parents 
to aid us. 

SCHOOL SAVINGS BANK. 

The Epping branch of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Un- 
ion offered your Board last summer an outfit for introducing this. 
system of saving into the town schools; the offer was accepted, 
and I was directed to install the plan in the village schools. This. 
_ direction was carried into effect in October with surprising, and 
to me gratifying, results. 

A record book is furnished to each teacher and a sufficient num- 
ber of envelopes for each pupil; deposits are received once a 
week; any sum is received from one cent upward; once a 
month, these deposits are sent to the Amoskeag Savings Bank,. 
of Manchester; when a pupil’s deposits amount to one 
dollar, he receives an individual bank book; deposits begin to 
draw interest when they amount to three dollars. 

At this time (February 15) eight (8) pupils of the High School 
have on deposit $35.45; sixteen (16) in the Grammar school, 
$85.21; twenty-three (23) in the intermediate, $65.00; thirteen 
(13) in the primary, $33.00; a total of sixty depositors having to 
their credit $218.65. 

The plan entails some extra work upon the teachers, but it is be- 
lieved that it is worth all it costs in habits of thrift to which the 
child is trained.
